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Brief  Historical  Survey 


Fifty  References  to  Vv^esterly  as  recorded  in  '  Westerly  and  Its  Witnesses." 

1.  Westerly-,  so  nnmed  Ijecause  of  its  geographical  xjosition,  "on  the 
west  part  and  boundary  of  this  colony,"  was  called  by  the  Indians, 
"MisquamicLit,"  meaning  "salmon." 

2.  The  town  originally  comprised  all  the  territor\'  of  AVosterly,  Hop- 
kin  ton,  Richmond  and  Charlestown. 

3.  Tradition  says  that  John  Bal)cock  and  ^Nlarj'  I^awton  eloped  from 
Newport  and  settled  here  in  1G4S. 

4.  On  June  29,  16G0,  a  company  of  76  from  Newport,  AVarwick 
Providence  bought  land  from  Sosoa,  a  captain  of  the  Xarragansetts.

7.  The  first  ship  launched  on  the  Pawcatuck  river  was  built  by  Joseph 
■\Vells  in  1681.  and  was  named"Alexander  and  Martha." 

8.  In  1685  the  King's  Court  Commissioners  tried  to  annul  the  charter; 
at  the  same  time  they  changed  the  name  of  Westerly  to  Ha\'prsliam.  The 
name  Westerly  was  restored  in  1089. 

9.  In  1697  the  authorities  of  Westerly  voted  "20  siiilling-s  in  money  to 
an  Englishman,  and  10  shillings  to  an  Indian,  for  every  grone  wolfe  that 
is  ceht  or  killed." 

10.  The  first  church  was  organized  by  the  Seventh-day  Baptists  in 
1708  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  John  Maxson. 

11.  In  July,  1710,  Westerly-  fmiushed  tv.ent^-  men  for  the  expedition 
to  capture  Port  Royal. 

12.  The  first  Ijridge  across  the  Pawcattick  was  built  about  1712,  al 
the  old  ford,  cilled  tlie  Indian  trail  at  the  head  of  tide  water. 

13.  Charlestown  was  sei)arated  from  \Vesterl\-  in  173S. 

14.  Richmond  was  separated  from  Westerly  in  1740. 

15.  1740-1  was  the  famous  "hard  winter"  when  people  crossed  from 
the  m^yn  shore  to  Montauk  Point  on  the  ice.  There  was  a  great  loss  of 
cattle,  sheeji  and  game  on  account  of  the  severe  winter. 

16.  Feb.  27,  1749,  Lottery ville.  now  Avondale,  was  laid  out,  and  land 
was  sold  by  lottery  by  Captain  Joseph  Pendleton,  who  received  a  lottery 
grant  from  the  state. 

17.  In  1754  Westerly  and  Charlestown  organized  an  artillery  company 
for  the  defense  of  the  coast. 

18.  In  1762  Samuel  Ward  was  cliosen  governor  of  the  colony.  He  was 
again  elected  in  1765  and  1766. 

19  On  Feb.  2,  1774,  the  freemen  in  town  mreting  adopted  resolutions 
condemning  certain  o]»pressive  acts  by  the  mother  country,  especially  a 
duty  on  tea.    Tlius  Westerly  had  aJso  a  "tea  i>arty." 

20.  In  September,  1774.  Governor  Ward  re]iresented  Rhode  Island  in 
the  Continental  congress  as  a  colleague  of  Stephen  Hopkins.  He  died  in 
Philadelphia,  March  25,  1776, 

21.  Samuel  AVard,  Jr..  rendered  valiant  service  in  the  Revolution.  He 
was  made  captain  in  1775,  major  in  1776.  aid-de-camp  to  General  Washing- 
ton, and  lieutenant-colonel  :May  1.  177S. 

22.  September  18.  1776,  fifty  men  enlisted  m  the  Revolutionary  forces 
after  signing  the  "r3eclaration"  or  "Test  Act."  In  1781,  Westerly  enrolled 
"four  companies  of  militia"  besides  her  quota  in  the  Continental  battalions, 
the  whole  absorliing  t)ne  litth  of  her  i)opuIation,  for  in  1777  the  town 
numbered  but  1,812  inhaldtants.  The  town's  cjuota  of  "tow  cloth"  for  the 
Continental  troo}is  in  17S2  was  125  yards. 

&3.  The  first  T'ost  Office  was  established  in  1776,  with  Dr.  Joshua 
Babcock  as  Postmaster.  Receipts  for  the  first  year  were  one  pound,  three 
shillings  and  eight  pence.  I'rior  to  this  the  nearest  i)Ost  office  was  at 
New  London. 

24.  May  2.  1777.  at  Town  Meeting,  a  committee  w;is  api»ointed  to  "look 
after  unpatriotic  people  engageil  in  speculating  and  raising  ]irices  con- 
trary to  the  act  provided." 

25.  In  1782  tlie  value  of  the  taxable  jtroperty  was  .$97,000. 

26.  The  first  chaise  introduced  into  the  town  was  owned  hy  James 
Khodes.    This  was  aV>out  18(10. 

27.  The  first  bank  (Washington  P.ank).  which  was  the  third  in  the 
«tate.  was  established  in  isort  with  a  capital  of  $5(».00(i. 
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28.  The  first  lig"hthouse  was  erected  on  the  proinontory  at  AVatch  Hill 
in  1802.    It  was  kept  by  Jonathan  Xash  for  27  years. 

29.  In  1810  Joseph  Potter  manufactured  the  first  cotton  in  the  old 
mill  at  Potter  Hill,  said  to  liave  been  erected  prior  to  1702. 

30.  The  first  cloth- sliearing  machine  ever  used  in  the  world  was  in- 
vented in  181.3  by  Deacon  William  Stillman  and  used  in  his  mill  at  Still- 
manville. 

31.  In  Aujjust,  1814,  a  whole  company  of  militia  stood  ready  for  duty 
at  Watch  Hill  during-  the  bombardment  of  Stonington. 

32.  The  first  Academy  was  erected  in  1814  on  "Cookt^  y"  Hill. 

33.  September  23,  1815,  Westerly  suffered  severely  from  the  "heavy 
gale." 

34.  The  canal  from  Stillman ville  to  Westerly  was  opened  in  1827. 

35.  The  last  pul^lic  whipping  was  given  in  1830  at  the  Gavitt  House, 
near  Red  Brook. 

36.  The  first  piano  in  town  was  owned  ])y  Miss  Martha  B.  Cross  (^Nlrs. 
Martha  C.  Babcock)  in  1830. 

37.  The  building  of  the  Stonington  and  l*iovidence  Railroad  in  1832 
Wfcs  observed  with  "suital)le  pomp."    The  first  cars  passed  through  in  1837. 

38.  Pawcatuck  Academy  was  erected  in  1837. 

39.  Nathan  Fellows  I>ixon  was  elected  I'^nited  Suites  senator  in  1838; 
his  son,  Nathan  F.  Dixon,  congressman  in  1849;  Nathan  F.  Dixon,  grand- 
son of  Nathan  Fellows  Dixon,  United  States  senator  in  1889. 

40.  Westerly  furnished  two  companies  of  militia  for  the  Dorr  Re- 
bellion in  1842. 

41.  The  first  hearse  owned  b\  the  town  was  purcliased  by  suljscrip- 
tion  in  1845. 

42.  Fire  comi)anies  No.  1  and  2  (one  on  each  side  ot  the  river),  were 
organized  in  1845. 

43.  The  first  ciuarry  was  discovered  in  1845  and  was  opened  in  1847  by 
Orlando  Smith. 

44.  Pawcatuck  Library  Association  was  instituted  in  184S. 

45.  The  first  regular  newspapt^r  was  a  small  weekly  called  the  Literary 
Echo,  It  was  commenced  in  1851  and  mtrged  into  the  Narragansett 
Weekly  in  1858. 

46.  The  Westerly  Band  was  organized  ui  1853. 

47.  The  first  telegraph  line  i)assed  through  the  town  in  1860. 

48.  In  the  Civil  War  the  Westerly  Rifles,  under  Col.  Henry  C.  Card, 
enlisted  almost  to  a  man,  furnishing  froni  first  to  last  from  their  rolls 
280  men.  The  Westerly  Rifles  were  cliartered  in  1855.  and  the  old  Armory 
was  built  for  their  use  in  1859. 

49.  The  Dixon  House  was  erected  in  1866-67  by  Babcock  and  Moss. 

50.  The  wreck  of  the  IVIetis,  Aug.  30.  1872,  off  Watch  Hill,  led  to  the 
establishing  of  a  life  saving  station  on  Light  House  Point.'

The  women  drag  in  the  tepee.<,  cirry  the  heavy  baskets,  packets  of  skins 
and  household  article.s.  Th.'  men,  in  martial  array,  follow  their  chief. 
While  the  work  of  prep-^ring  tlie  footl  and  clothing  goin.g  on  th«'  younger 
men  go,  with  their  liows  and  airows  to  the  hill  foi-  deer,  or  to  the  pond 
for  fish. 

Adrian  L'.lock  (!'),  tin-  Dutehman.  with  a  small  band  of  his  men  from 
his  boat,  itass  through  the  eamp.  ''xploring-  inland  from  the  ct)ast, 
mopmaking.  'rh<^  Indians.  tliouL^h  fearfti!  of  th.>  whit,>  rnt>n,  are  fii.'ndly, 
and  point  out  the  direction  of  the  ford  iu  retin-n  f(»i-  the  baubles  he  throws 
to  the  children.    Atid  h*-  pays<-s  on  his  way.

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A  lazy  peace  descends  iijion  the  scene.  The  Indians  gather  about 
their  singer,  who  chaiits  a  trr.diiional  Indian  song  (3)  of  his  tribe.  The 
song  is  rudely  inLerrui>ted  by  a  runner  ivom  the  distant  hills  who  lalls.  ex- 
hatistod,  to  the  ground.  He  l>ears  evil  tidings  of  their  enemy,  the  cruel 
Pequots,  wlio  have  l>uilt  and  fortified  a  camp  on  Mystic  Heights.  The 
Sachem  rouses  his  warriors,  who  prepare  themselves  for  battle. 

Drum  beats  are  heard  aiid  ("aptain  .John  ?\Iason  (4)  and  his  staunch 
little  band  of  l-^nglish  (.'olonisis.  inchiding  Samuel  Stone,  the  ministei', 
with  "Wequash  a^^  guide,  comt'  to  urge  the  Sachem  to  hasten  his  prepara- 
tion for  war  upon  the  I'eciUots.

Sounds  of  the  fipht  come  from  the  distiii-it  cliff:  war  whoops,  the 
blare  of  muskets,  the  clash  of  armor.  The  din  of  battle  I'ises.  Savage 
fights  with  ."--avage:  doughtil\-  the  Kngli^h  commajids  soar.  C)ver  all- 
above  the  smoke,  spreads  the  sinister  red  of  the  burning  stockade  as  the 
Pequots  leap  through  the  flame  and  pitch  ovc^'  the  side  of  Thp  cliff. 

A  figure  in  Inmting  costume  comes  towind  tlie  silent  camp.  An 
Indian  approaches  him  th)-eateningly.

The  Purchase  of  Misquamicut — June  29,  1660. 
Coming  of  John   Babcock  and   Mary  Lawton. 
The   First   Settlers  (1669). 
Uprising   of  the  Indians. 

Five  white  men  ;ii)[)roaeh  rlie  Indian  tepees.  They  are  the  emis- 
saries from  Newport  ])earing  money  l;;igs  and  a  little  square  of  parchment 
upon  which  is  written  the  deed  of  the  purchase  of  Misquamicut  from 
Sosoa,  the  true  ownei'.  iOhn-en  Indians  approach  them,  including  Wawa- 
loam.  the  ^vife  of  the  e;uM>-  owner  of  liie  land  As  each  Indian  appi'oaches 
to  affix  liis  mark  he  si)eaks  his  name. 

The  pi-ice  is  paid,  ihe  soh-mn  i)archment  si)read 
Upon  an  Indi;in  drum, — a  bear's  tough  skin. 

On  hoop  of  oak,  adorned  with  panther's  head,— 
When,  hands   ujireared   in   vows,   the  rites  begin. 

The  sign  of   Sosoa,   of  Cacha^iuant  -   ■  • 

Sammecat,  Pessious.  Wawaloam^ 
Awashous,  Poatock,   of  ^lunkaciuent, 

Awawash.    Nocinn.    and  Ne-O-AVam. 

As  the  white  men  withdraw  with  the  sig^ned  deed,  the  Indians  prepare 
for  their  departure.  Sosoa,  foreseeing-  the  end  of  his  people's  so\  ereignty, 
.sings  an  Indian  lament,  voicing  the  p.assing^  of  tlie  Indian  from  the  laud. 
Even  as  he  visions,  we  see  the  two  lo\  ers,  .Tolm  Bal>cock  and  Mary  Law- 
ton,  coming  in  their  boat  to  the  new  land.  Tiiey  step  onto  the  shore 
and  the  Indians  welcome  tht'm  with  little  gifts  as  they  i)ass  on  their  way 
through  the  forest. 

Then  com<'s  the  first  settlers,  staunch  countrymen  with  their  families, 
from  Newport  and  Pl\-mouth,  bringing  their  household  stuff  by  Vjoat  or  by 
ox-cart,  tht>ir  livestock  driven  ix'fore  tlu-in  alt  ng  the  forest  trails. 

They  unpack  and  establish  tlieir  homesteads  in  the  community,  pur- 
suing the  various  household  tasks  of  tlu'  new  town.  The  men  farm  the 
land  and  the  women  s])in.  weave  and  cook. 

Some  of  the  children  drag  tlu-  old  fiddler  out  to  play  for  their  games. 
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With  the  Sabbath,  families  from  fhe  outskirts  of  the  town,  walking 
and  riding,  gather  for  worship.  The  minister  offers  prayer.  Tiie  clioir 
sings  an  old  hymn  of  the  timers.  Iin<'d  off  by  the  deacon.    The  hymn:  (9) 

"Willi  •  ravished  eyes.   Lord,  we  admire      <, ; 

These  radiant  curtain-;  of  thy  throne!  .  '  ■ 

Wide  heav'n   adornM   with  studs  of  fire, 

Proclaims  Omnipotence  alone. 
These   shining   watchers,    in    their   silent  talk. 
Proclaim    thy    glory,    proclaim    thy  giorj-. 
In  their  evening  walk." 

Skulking  Indians  appear  in  ih.e  surrounding  hill  foretelling  a  general 
uprising.  (10)  A  rider  from  Kingston,  his  horse  in  a  lather,  gallops  through 
the  countryside,  shouting.  "The  Indians  are  coming!"  rousing  the  inhabi- 
tants to  flight,  (loods  are  packed  up  a.nd  there  is  a  genci-al  exodus  from 
the  town  to  the  garrison  and  moj-e  protected  settlements.

THE  REVOLUTION 

(Cast  Arranged  by  the  D.  A.  R.) 
The  Town  Meeting  of  February  2,  1774. 
Raising  of  the   Liberty  Pole. 

Capt.  William  Green  and  the  Ox-cart  of  Ammunition. 

The  Town  meeting  of  February  2,  1774,  (13)  held  at  the  house  of 
Major  Edward  lUi\-en.  His  ser\ants  ai-e  Inisily  engaged  in  arra.jiging  the 
tables  and  chairs  for  the  Moderator  and  his  Committee.  The  towns- 
people arrive.  Gov.  Samuel  Ward,  the  Moderator,  takes  his  seat.  As  tiu? 
Committee  files  in,  he  quiets  tlie  buzz  of  conversation  and  calls  the  meet- 
ing  to  order. 

Moderator — Gentlemen,  is  your  report  ready? 

Joshua  P>abcock — It  is,  sir. 

Moderator-  Have  you  considered  well  what  measures  will  be  proi)ei- 
foi-  this  town  to  take  in  the  present  alarming  situation  of  the  col«)n\  ? 
All— We  have. 

I^Ioderator — liead  the  report. 

Joshua  I'.abcock — liesolv(>d.  That  the  act  of  the  P.ritish  Parliaineiit. 
claiming-  a  ri^lit  to  make  laws  binding  upon  the  colonies  in  all  cas»\s  what- 
-sotiver,  is  inconsistiMU  with  tlie  natural,  constitutional,  and  charter  rights 
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and  privileges  of  the  inhaljitants  of  this  eolony.  (Murmurs  from  the 
crowd.) 

That  the  act  allowing  the  East  India  Company  to  export  tea  to 
America,  subject  to  a  duty  payable  here,  and  the  actual  sending  of  the 
tea  into  the  colonies  by  the  company,  are  manifest  attempts  to  enforce 
the  revenue  acts,  and  undouVjtedly  designed  to  make  a  precedent  for  es- 
tablishing the  taxes  and  monopolies  in  America,  in  order  that  a  general 
tax  upon  all  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  all  our  lands,  may  take  place; 
and  monopolies  of  all  valuable  branches  of  commerce  may  be  established 
in  this  country.  We  will,  therefore,  neither  buy.  sell,  or  receive  as  a  gift, 
any  dutied  tea,  but  shall  consider  all  persons  concerned  in  introducing 
dutied  tea  into  this  Town  as  enemies  of  their  country.  (Cheers.  The 
Moderator  pounds  his  gavel.) 

We  do,  therefore,  solemnly  resolve  and  determine  that  we  will 
heartily  unite  with  the  other  towns  in  this  and  all  our  sister  colonies,  and 
exert  our  whole  force  and  influence  in  support  of  the  just  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  American  colonies.     (Wild  applause.) 

Major  Bliven — I  move  Joshua  Babcock  and  Joseph  Noyes  be  made 
deputies  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island  and  empowered  to 
vote,  "discharging  the  inhabitants  of  the  Colony  from  allegiance  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain."  (Cheers.) 

The  motion  is  seconded  by  many,  put  to  vote  and  passed  unanimous- 
ly. In  the  uproar  of  patriotic  enthusiasm,  some  one  cries  ,"The  Liberty 
Polel"  and  the  townsfolk  crowd  out  to  the  green,  where  they  set  up  their 
liberty  pole. 

Major  Bliven  find  the  committee  drink  to  the  succe-^s  of  their  high 
hopes.  The  crowd  on  the  green  dance  about  the  pole,  wildly  singing  the 
Liberty  Song  to  the  old  English  tune,  lleai-ts  of  Oak.

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INDIAN  EPISODE 

(1)  The  Indian  tribes  that  claimed  jurisdiction  over  the  re.^ion  called 
Misquamicut  and  now  comprising  the  towns  of  Westerly,  Ilopkinton. 
Charlestown  and  Richmond,  were  the  Niantics,  Pequots  and  Xarragan- 
setts.  The  Niantics  were  the  first  holders  of  INIisquamicut,  Init  were 
driven  out  of  their  holdings  to  the  west  of  the  Pawcatuck  by  the  warring 
Pequots  and  finally  consolidated  their  interests  with  the  Xarragansetts 
for  mutual  defense  against  their  covetous  neighbors. 

(2)  The  first  whites  to  visit  these  shores  were  Dutch  traders  looking 
for  furs,  which  they  took  in  exchange  from  the  Indians  lor  cloth  and 
metal  implements.  First  to  come,  in  1614,  was  Adrian  Block,  for  whom 
Block  Island  is  named.  His  craft,  the  Restless,  was  a  small  ship  built 
on  the  Hudson  River  and  probably  the  first  ship  ever  constructed  by 
white  men  in  America.  From  a  journal  of  Capt.  Block  the  first  map  of 
this  coast  was  drawn  by  a  Dutch  geographer  named  LeLaec. 

(3)  Indian  books. 

(4)  The  Pequots  were  finally  subdued  by  the  first  real  military  force 
of  white  men  to  fight  in  this  section.  -A  body  of  men,  in  May,  1637,  under 
Capt.  John  ]VIason,  attacked  the  I'equots  and  nearly  annihilated  them  at 
their  fort  just  west  of  Mystic. 

(5)  A  key  into  the  language  of  America  by  Roger  Williams,  I^on- 
don,  1643. 

(6)  About  1655,  during  a  war  of  tne  Narragansetts  and  the  Manisees. 
the  Indian  tribe  which  inhabited  l:>lock  Island,  a  princess  of  the  Nar- 
ragansetts was  captured  and  taken  to  the  island.  She  coul  l  only  be  re- 
deemed at  a  great  price,  and  to  obtain  a  large  enough  quantity  of  Indian 
money,  or  wampum,  the  Iiidians  went  to  Thomas  Stanton,  a  ti-ader.  \^•ho 
had  a  trading  house  near  the  ford  of  the  I'awcatuck.  In  return  for  the 
wampum  the  Indians  ga^'e  to  Mr.  Stanton  a  large  tract  of  the  land  in  the 
town  of  Charlestown. 

(7)  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  early  settlers  of  Westerly  did 
not  believe  in  acquiring  lands  by  conquest  from  the  Indians,  but  in  all 
cases  purchased  their  titles  from  the  natives.  In  1660,  a  private  company 
was  organized  in  Newport  for  the  purchase  and  settlement  of  :\lisiiuami- 
cut.  The  articles  of  arrangement  were  drawn  u])  and  the  purchase  made 
from  Sosoa,  a  captain  of  the  Narragansett  tribe.  Because  of  the  jealousy 
of  the  colonies  of  Connecticut  and  :\Iassachusetts,  both  laying  claim  to 
this  tract,  doubt  was  cast  on  the  right  of  ownership  of  Sosoa.  To  es- 
tablish the  legality  of  his  holdings  a  sworn  statement  was  procured  from 
Wawaloam,  the  wife  of  the  Sachem  :\[iantonomi,  affirming  that  her  hus- 
band and  her  uncle,  Canonicus,  had  jointly  given  to  Sosoa  the  said  piece 
of  land. 


COMING  OF  THE  FIRST  WHITES 

(8)  Tradition  says  that  the  first  white  settlers  of  Misquamicut  were 
John  and  Mary  Dawton  Babcock.  .lohn  came  from  the  Plymouth  Colony 
to  work  on  the  farm  of  Thomas  Bawlon  in  Xewpoit.  then  a  small  set- 
tlement. He  fell  in  love  with  Bawton's  dangnter,  Mary,  and  they  were 
finally  married  in  spire  of  thf  objections  of  her  father.  They  left  New- 
port in  a  small  boat,  sailing  along  the  coast  westward,  and.  rounding 
Nai)atree  I*oint,  sailed  up  tlie  P;i^\vca.tuck  and. landed  on-the  sliore  of  Mas- 
tiixet  Cove  near  tht»  present  Watch  Hill  road.  Here  they  purchased  land 
of  the_^  lu.dians  and  li\-('d  for  som^  timr  unknown  to  their  relatives  until 
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news  of  a  white  i^apoost.'  living  in  the  western  woods  came  to  the  ears 
of  Thomas  Lawton.  who  tlien  made  a  journey  lo  the  l^awcatuck,  where 
he  found  his  daughter  witli  her  hu'-band  and  baby  son  James,  the  first 
white  child  born  within  the  town's  limits.    A  rt-eonciliation  followed. 

(9)  Printed   in    Providence,    1737.     Tune— Black-eyed  Susan. 

(10)  No  sooner  had  this  settlement  started  to  est?.blish  itself  than  it 
began  to  have  trouljle  with  the  Indians,  and  thest-  disturbances  finally 
culminated  in  that  bloody  war  with  King  Philip.  The  three  colonies 
cf  Massachusetts,  T'lymouth  and  Connecticut  banded  together  and  with  a 
force  of  1,500  men  in  December,  1675,  attacked  King  Philijj^  the  chief  of 
the  Narragansetts,  in  his  fortress  at  Kingston  in  the  middle  of  a  great 
swamp  and  near  the  i^resent  line  of  railroad.  Ht-r*',  after  a  long  march 
and  much  suffering  from  cold.  the\-  attacked  the  Indians  and  routed 
them,  but  only  after  great  loss  to  tlieir  own  forces.  Philip  fled  to  the 
Mohawks  in  New  York  .and  his  confederate.  Canonchet.  a  brave  warrior 
and  son  of  Miantonomi.  was  left  to  battle  alone.  He  made  many  attacks 
during  the  winter  upon  the  English,  but  was  finally  captured  and  ex- 
ecuted at  Anguilla,  in  the  town  of  Stonington.  l)y  the  forces  of  Col.  George 
Denison.  When  told  that  he  must  die  he  said:  "I  like  it  well;  I  shall 
die  before  my  heart  is  soft,  or  I  have  said  anything  unworthy  of  myself." 

CAPTAIN  KIDD 

,  (11)  Capt.  Kidd.  a  Scoichman  b\"  birth  and  reported  to  be  the  son  of  a 
worthy  minister,  went  to  sea  when  a  lad  as  a  privateer  against  the 
French.  He  had  a  reputation  for  great  courage  and  captured  many  prizes. 
In  1691  the  council  of  Xew  York  aw.irded  him  £150  for  his  services. 
Later  he  went  south  to  attack  the  pirates  and  word  came  back  that  he 
had  turned  pirate  himself.  There  are  many  tales  that  he  had  buried 
treasure  all  along  the  coast  and  at  two  places  in  Stonington.  Gardiner's 
Island  and  near  Laml>erfs  Cove,  ti-easure  belonging  to  him  is  said  to 
have  been  found.  He  was  arrested  in  Boston  taken  to  England  and  there 
sentenced  and  hanged  in  1701  on  the  charge  of  piracy  and  murder,  pro- 
testing his  innocence  to  the  last. 

(3  2)  A  conspicuous  townsman  of  his  period  was  Col.  Harr\  Habcock, 
a  son  of  Joshua  Babcock.  who  served  in  many  wars  and  with  distinction 
during  the  Revolution.  He  was  liberally  educated,  accomplished  in  man- 
ner, and  possessed  unusual  personal  charms.  His  home  was  the  large 
farmhouse  on  the  hill  just  south  of  the  American  Thread  Co.  mill  and  he 
is  buried  in  the  old  -family  l>urying  ground  on  the  farai. 


REVOLUTIONARY  PERIOD 

(13)  During  the  Revolution  Westerly  nobly  avowed  her  sentiments 
and  stood  bravely  to  defend  them.  At  a  town  meeting  called  on  February 
2.  1774,  at  the  home  of  Maj.  Edward  lUiven  in  Westerly,  a  committee  was 
formed  to  consult  with  the  committee  from  other  colonies  to  discuss 
"eveiwthing  which  concerned  the  libt-rties  of  America."  Samuel  Ward 
was  chosen  moderator  of  this  meeting.  I'revious  to  this  he  had  been 
three  times  chosen  governor  of  the  colonies  and  later,  with  Stephen  Hop- 
kins of  I'rovidence.  represented  Rhode  Island  in  the  first  Continental  Con- 
gress at  Philadelphia  in  1774.  On  May  1.  1774^  two  years  before  the  birth 
of  the  Declaration  of  liuiependence,  the  Gi-nc-ral  assembly  of  this  colony, 
to  which  Joshtia  P.abcock  and  Josej^h  Noyes  were  deputies  from  West- 
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erly,  passed  an  act  '"discharging  tht-  inhabitants  of  the  colony  from 
allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain." 

(14)  In  1777  tlie  General  Assenil>ly  called  upon  all  the  towns  in  the 
colony  to  take  stock  of  munitions  on  hand.  It  was  found  that  Westerly 
had  only  a  4-i)Ound  can.non.  and  as  this  was  too  small  for  coast  defense 
Col.  Nathan  Babcock  was  commissioned  to  go  to  East  Greenwich  to 
secure  from  there  a  9-pound  cannon.  The  trip  was  made  by  ox-cart  and 
upon  arrival  in  Westerly  the  cannon  and  200  pounds  of  i>owder  and  shot 
were  put  in  charge  of  Capt.  William  Grcn  and  his  Minutemen.
